And 'tis then, cer- 
tainly, the higheſt Aggravation -of it, when the 

Goodneſs of God is deſpiſed, when his Loving- 

Kindneſs is diſregarded, and the Mercies the Su- 

preme Being beſtows on poor depending Creatures, 

are neglected, if not altogether forgotten, by thoſe,

to whom they were graciouſly afforded. Our holy 
God, of purer Eyes than to behold Iniquity, is more 
highly provoked by the repeated Tranſgreſſions of 
the ungrateful Sinners, who remember not the Fa- 
vours he vouchſafes, but forget the Lord their Re- 
deemer, and turn his Grace into Mantonneſs. Let, 
even in this Caſe, we have in the holy Scriptures fre- 
quent Inſtances, That God, who is full of Compaſſion, 
and merciful, flow to Anger, and of great Goodneſs, has 
by various Methods called even ſuch Sinners to Re- 
pentance, before he pours upon them the Fierce- 
neſs of his Wrath. This is his uſual Dealing with 
Nations and Communities ; 'and was the conftant 
Method of ſhewing his Loving-Kindneſs to that 
ſtiff-necked Generation, the Children of Mrael, who 
had ſo often rebelled againſt him, by whom they 
were ſo highly favoured : He frequently ſent his 
Prophets, on this merciful Errand, to warn them of 
their Danger, to call them to Repentance, to con- 
vince them of their Ingratitude, before they were 
deftroyed for their Crime. Thus in the Context 


does he graciouſly condeſcend to plead with Iſrael, 


and appeals to their own Conſciences, to determine 
whether his Ways were not equal, and his Deal- 


| ings towards them merciful and kind; * O my 


People, What have I done unto thee, whereia have 1 
wearied thee, teſtify againſt me ? Conſider the Days

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of old, and the Works of antient Time; remem- 
ber the Deliverances you have formerly had, more 
eſpecially thoſe which are the Foundations of all 
the Comforts you have ſince enjoy'd : For I brought 
yon up out of the Land of Egypt, and redeemed you out 


of the Houſe of Servants ; and ſent before you Moles, 
Aaron, and Miriam. 


From whence we may obſerve, That a grateful 
Remembrance of any remarkable Mercy, or ſignal 
Deliverance, is a Duty the moſt reaſonable in it 
ſelf, and well-pleaſing to God. Are any miniſhed 
or brought lou, through Oppreſſion, through any Plague or 
Trouble; if God, by his mighty Hand and ſtretched 


out Arm, delivers them out of their Diſtreſs, they 


ought, with all due Reverence, to ſhew their 
Gratitude to him who delivered them for his Mer- 


cy's Sake ? Thus ſhould thoſe who in their private 
Concerns (as the Pſalmiſt phraſeth it) taſte and ſee 


that the Lord is gracious *, declare what he hath 


done for their Souls. When David cried to the 
Lord, and. he heard him, and delivered him out 
of all his Fears, he bleſt the Lord at all Times 


his Praiſe continually was in his Mouth : Not on. 
ly did he himſelf thank the Lord, but he called 
upon others alſo to praiſe him; O magnify the 
Lord with. me, and let us exalt his Name together f. 
This important Duty is not confin'd to private

0s Perſons ; 
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Perſons ; but if God beſtows on a Nation any. 
Publick Mercies, all the Members of the Commu- 
nity, as they all partake of the common Bleſſing, 
are obliged to join together to expreſs their Gra- 
titude and 'Thankfulneſs. Thus, for the Remem- 
brance of the Mercy in the Text mentioned, the 
Deliverance of the Children of Vrael out of the 
Houſe of Bondage, was there a Feaſt, by God's 
expreſs Command, to be continually obſerved, by 
all the Children of Iſrael in their Generations * : It 
was not only to be kept by thoſe whoſe Buſineſs it 
was to miniſter daily before the Lord, but every 
Soul that refus'd to eat thereof was to be cut off from 
amongſt his People ; neither was it to be obſerved 
only by thoſe who were themſelves delivered, but it 
was to remain always a Feaſt by an Ordinance for 
ever f. Thus afterwards, when the Fews were de- 
livered, by the wiſe Conduct of Queen Eſther, from 
the Hands of thoſe that ſought their Hurt, || they 
ordained, and took upon themſelves, and their Seed, and 
uh all ſuch as ſhould join themſelves to them, ſo that 
it ſhould not fail, that they would keep theſe Days accor- 
ding to their appointed Time every Var. And that 
theſe Days ſhould be remembred aud kept throughout 
every Generation, every Fumily, every Province, and 
every City, that theſe Days ſhould not fail from amongſt 
the Jews, nor the Memorial of them periſo from their.

By theſe Examples it appears to be our 
Duty to praiſe the Lord for the- Wonders we have 
| beard with our Ears, which our Fathers have told 
us o, as well as for thoſe which our Ejes hive 
fen; not only for the mighty Works which have 
been done in our own Days, but ix the old Time 
befare us. The Performance of this, now too 
_ much neglected; Duty, ought to be frequently and 
earneſtly: urged.

amo the River f: No ſoonep came they into the 
World ; but they were; ſnateh d away by a barba- 
cous Death: And if, by any Means, they eſcaped 
immediate Deſtruction, they were ſaved to be ſtill 

more miſerable, to be bred up Saves, to be un- 

der the ,cxyeh Government of haughty and impe- 


Tipps Task; Maſters. And as their Bodies were 


thus afflicted, as they loſt all their Civil Liberties, 
ſo likewife (the common Conſequence of Slavery) 
were they deprived of all their religious Rights, 
and in continual Danger of being ſeduced to the 
ridiculous Worſhip , of Egypt; which exceeded All 
the Nations under Heaven, in the Variety and 
Oddneſs of their Deities. While ſome of them 
werſhipp, ein and Fiſhes; athers choſe to adore*:

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| Roots and Herbs, or to pay their Devotions to Cups 
and ſuch like Veſſels. Andi it was therefore, with 
out Doubt, a great, if not the greateſt, Part of 
the Affliction, of all the Remnant of the true 1ſra- 
elites, to Tee any of the Seed of Abraham drawn 
aſide to worſhip a Root, which others could eat 
with Pleaſure : , To ſee ſome adoring. a Beaſt which 
others, ſlew, ro. ſatisfy their Hunger. This their 
common Reaſon told them was ſo very abſurd, that 
they could not but reckon i it-a, great Part of their 
Bondage, and that very grievous to be born, to 
to be forc . or ſo much as tempted, to adore ſuch 
ridiculous Objects. For which Reaſon, when they 
came into the Land of Canaan, one of the chief 
Things which Joſhua charged them to obſerve, was, 
that they ſhould fear the Lord, and ſerve. him. with Sin- 
cerity and Truth, and put . away the Gods which their 
Fathers ſerved on the other Side of. the Flood, and in 
Egypt *. In which Place, indeeg, they were not 

ſuffered to worſhip the Lord God of their, F athers, 
in the Method he had appointed, they had learn d 
that they v were to offer Sacrifices and Burnt-Offerings 
unto God. This was the Cuſtom from the; very, 
firſt, and had been the conſtant Practice! in all Ages; : 
And in all their Addreſſes to Pharaoh, this was 
therefore their Deſire, that they might go and 


. — - 
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ſacrifice © to the Lord; which Privilege in this 
Land they could not enjoy, for every Time they 
bffered up a Bullock or a Ram on the Altar, they 
flew one of the Gods of Egypt ; ; every Shepherd 
therefore was an Abominatiou to the Egyptians. Ac- 
cording ly we find, that when Pharaoh © Heart was 
fomet hat ſoftned 1 the Plagues he fuffered, he 


| calte d for Moſes and Aaron, atid bid them ſacrifice 


10 the Lord in the Land. He clioſe rather to part 
with the Religion of his Country, than let the 
People go, and thereby loſe an advantagiaus Branch 
of its Trade: But Moſes anfwered, E is not meet £ 
to do, for ue ſhall ſacrifice the Aboniination of the E- 
gyptians (or that which the Egyptians hate to ſee 
deſtroy d) to the Lord our God : Lo, foall we ſacrifice 
the Abomiuation of the Egyptians before their Eyes, 
and will they not ſtove us *? This was, therefore, 

their miſerable Condition; all the Male Children 
were, by expreſs Order, to be deſtroy d; and if 
any eſcap'd, they were Slaves, depriv'd of their. 
natural 4nd religious Ri ghts, hindered. from per- 
forming the Ordinarices of God, and ! in Ding er 
of being ſeduc'd to the wretched ridicuſous Wor- 


mip of the People of the Land. 1 e there 
fore, to con fider, |

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Secondly, Their wonderful Deliverance from this 
unhappy State. The Text, and many other Places 
of Scripture, tell us, that it was the Work of the 
Almighty, who ſhewed his Signs in Egypt, and his 
sonders in the Land of Ham, and brought out his Peo- 
ple with Joy, and his choſen with Gladneſs. But as 
their Deliverance was miraculous, it was alſo an- 
expected; they ſeem'd beſotted with their Captivi- 
ty, and accuſtomed to be Slaves, never thought of 
any Means for the Recovery of their Liberty ; nay, 
were unwilling to accept the Deliverance, or ac- 
knowledge the Deliverer God had ſent them. 
Thus * St. Stephen tells us, That Moſes, when he 
avenged one of the Children of J1ſfrael, and ſmote 
the Egyptian, Suppoſed that his Brethren would have 
underſtood, how that God by his Hand would deliver 

them, but they underſtood not, Nay, after he was 
come, and had worked the wondrous Signs in the 
Sight of all the People, when Pharaoh added freſh 
| Hardſhips, and refuſed to give them Straw, their 


abje& Spirits (ſo wonderfully does Slavery debaſe 
a People) ſunk within them, and they ſaid, The 


Lord look upon you and judge, becauſe you have made 
our Savour to be abhorred in the Eyes of Pharaoh, and 
in the Eyes of his Servants, to put a Sword in their 


Hand to flay us f. Let though they thought not ſo,

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the Lord in one Night broke the Yoke, brought them 


up out of the Houſe of Servants, and redeemed them 


from the Land of Bondage ; and to this Purpoſe he 


over-ruled the Hearts of fit Perſons, he endued 
them with Power and Ability to perform his 
Work, T ſent before jou Moſes, Aaron, and Miriam. 
What particular Service Miriam was of, is not 
in Scripture expreſly told us. We know only that 
ſhe was a Propheteſs, the Siſter of Aaron, who 
joyned in praiſing God, for the Mercy we are now 


ſpeaking of. * Aud Miriam took a Timbrel in her Hand, 


and ſaid, Sing you to the Lord, for he hath tri- 
umphed gbriouſiy. The next account we have of her, 
js not indeed much to her Advantage, when f we 
find her murmuring againſt Moſes the chief Inſtru- 
ment in the Deliverance ſhe before praiſed God 
for. For this the Anger « of the Lord was kindled 
n her, and ſhe became leprous, white as S70w : * 
But even in this, we may obſerve the great Eſteem 
the Children of Jae! had for her, for when Miri- 
am was put out of the Camp, there was a total Stop 
put to all Proceedings, and the People journey d not 


till Miriam was brought i in again : In this therefore 


appears the Wonderfulneſs of the Mercy; it was 
miraculous and unexpected, and proper Inſtru- 
ments were by God himſelf raiſed up for the Delive- 
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rance and Government of his People, But yet fur- 
ther. 


Thirdly, We may conſider the State they were 
brought into; and here I ſhall not pretend to de- 
ſcribe the exceeding Bleſſedneſs of that Nation, 
who were to inhabit a Land flowing with Milk and 
Honey; a Place by God himfelf choſen to be an In- 
heritance for his peculiar People ; ; where they had 
the Lord of Hoſts for their King, who gave them 
Laws by the Word of his Mouth, and their Armies 

were the Armies of the living God, by whom they 
were never forſaken, unleſs they firſt forgat him; 
when they turned from the Lord indeed, and wor- 
ſhipped the Gods of the Heathen, he gave them 
iato the Enemies Hand: But ſtill upon their Repen- 
tance he forgave their Miſdeeds, and deſtroyed them 
not. And as to their Religion, the Exerciſe of. 
which, (as I before oberved) they were wholly 
depriv'd of in Egypt, that they had not only 1 
berty to attend on the Ordinances of God, as they 
had learned from their Fore-fathers, but they had 
the Will of God. revealed to them, and were by 
him taught the Method in which he was moſt plea- 
ſed to be worſhipped, and had therefore Reaſon to. 
be thankful for this ineſtimable Mercy, by which 
all the. Privileges, both Sacred and Civil, they could 

deſire, were given and ſecur d to them. 


This 
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This was the Bleſſing in the Text referred to: 
And I doubt not but your Thoughts have gone 
before me; and as I was ſpeaking of the miſera- 
ble Condition of the Children of 1ſrael in Egypt, 
both as to their ſpiritual and temporal Concerns, 
your Minds were upon the Bondage we, by the 
infinite Mercy of God, are freed from, and 
thoſe fill endure, who are under the Popiſh Ty- 
ranny. The mentioning their miraculous unex- 
pected Eſcape, may eaſily put us in Mind of the 
wondrous Deliverance of our Fore-fathers, as on 
this Day, from Popery, that cruel, barbarous 
Religion ; when we obſerve that God raiſed up 
Deliverers for his People, that Moſes, and Aaron, 
and Miriam alſo, were the Inftruments uſed by him 
for their Safety, it might bring to our Remem- 
brance the Glorious Queen, raiſed up by God to 
compleat the bleſſed Work of our Happy Reforma- 
tion; to this ineftimable Mercy, I defire to apply 


what has been ſaid; and I ſhall not, I hope, be 


thought to, wander from my preſent Subj ject, if 1 
take Notice of ( what no Proteſtant ſhould ( ever 


forget) thoſe other Seaſons, in which the divine 


Providence graciouſſy interpoſed, to ſecure the | 
Proteſtant Religion, and fave us from Popery, and 


arbitrary Power, to excite our  Thgakfaſbeſs, 1 


ſhall but briefly confider,,

The 
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The miſerable Condition we were, by the bleſ⸗ 
fed Reformation, deliver'd from, and I need ſay 
no more, but that we were under the Government 
of a Popiſh Queen, zealous in her Religion, who gave 
her ſelf up to follow the Dictates of Rome with a 
nice Scrupuloſity of Conſcience, who therefore at 
her firſt coming to the Throne could break her Pro- 
miſe to thoſe Hereticks, who had been moſt inſtru- 
mental in the fixing her there; who ſtrictly follows 
ed the known Principle of that bloody Sect, That Re- 
ligion is to be propagated and maintained by the 
Sword. In conſequence of this Doctrine were Hun- 
dreds of the faithful Servants of God deſtroyed, 
meerly becauſe they were ſo. The Sword of Ju- 
ſtice now only called upon, to execute Vemeance 
on Evil Doers, on Robbers, Murderers, and Trai- 
tors, was then oblig'd to attend the cruel Execu- 
tions of Saints, Martyrs, and Confeſſors, holy 
Men and Nomen, who departed this Life in the 
Faith and Fear of God, while others, tho' true and 
loyal Subjects, were confined in loathſome Priſons, or 
baniſh'd their Native Country for the ſake of God 
and a good Conſcience : An horrid and barbarous 
Doctrine this! The avowed Principle of the Church 
of Rome; nor can the Cruelty of this Religion, be 
equalled by any Thing but the Abſurdity of it: In 
which Particular, there is a remarkable Reſem- 

blance between the Antient Worſhip: of oe, 
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and the Idolatry of that Church, which is ſpiritu- 
ally called ſo: As the Egyptians of old, adored Cups 
and Veſlels, the Papiſts pay their Devotion to a 
; Croſs, or a Relick ; as the old Idolaters worſhip'd 
N Roots and Herbs, theſe adore a Bit of Bread: Both 
of them worſhip the God they eat; the Egyptians 
indeed were willing to take him as he grew, and 
| never thought that they could do, or ſay, any Thing 
to the Root, to make it ever the better Deity ; but 
theſe Men bring Bread (allowed to be ſo) to their 
Altar, which there becomes the God the poor delu- 
8 ded Wretches fall down before, worſhip, and eat. 
0 To this cruel, abſurd Religion, were our Fore-fa- 
\ thers forced to ſubmit, or elſe to ſeal their Teſti- 
þ mony againſt it with their Blood. Of this were we 
again in Danger, when we were delivered from their 
horrid Contrivance, in the Reign of King James the 
firſt, and from more open Deſigns of the ſame cru- 
| | el, and blood-thirſty Enemies, at the late happy Rewo- 
. lution. The Proteſtant Religion was, indeed, then eſta- 
bliſhed, we had our Privileges confirmed tous by Laws 
(but Laws can make but a very ſhort Stand againſt 
arbitrary Power) the Snare was broken, before we 
were wholly depriv'd of the Liberty of worſhipping 
God inthe Way he has appointed, but yetall ſincere 
Proteſtants were in continual Dread, leaſt their 
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Friends or Relations ſhould be affrightned or allured 


to forſake the true Worſhip of God, for the Idola- 
try of Rome, 


In ͤ this extreme Danger did God timely inter- 
pole, and in a marvellous Manner preſerved our 
Religion and Liberties, which have ſo often been de- 
fended by his wiſe and merciful Providence; to which 
Purpoſe he has from Time to Time raiſed up Perſons 


endued with Wiſdom and Conduct, requiſite for the 


glorious Work. And ſometimes that the Excellency of 


the Power, may appear to be of God and not of Man; he 
hath given us this Treaſure in the weaker Veſſel, Thus 


did God raiſe up the late bleſſed Queen Mary to be 


Partner of the Cares, 'Troubles, and Crown of our 
late glorious Deliverer : Thus did God bleſs theſe 
Nations in the laſt Reign, for ſeveral Years together, 
with ſuch a wiſe Adminiſtration, and ſuch a Series of 
triumphant Victory, as can ſcarce be paralelled in 
any Reign, unleſs in that long and glorious one, 
which began as on this Day; when this Nation was 
bleſſed with a Queen fitly qualified for the Work, 
for which Providence had deſigned her. The unuſual 
Happineſs of whoſe Reign raiſed either the 
Eſteem or Envy of that Age, and the Wonder of all 
Poſterity, who reſcued us from the Bondage of 
Popery, reformed the Land from Idolatry and Su- 
perſtition, and eſtabliſned the Proteſtant Religion, 
which we ftill enjoy. 
C3 | 1 
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I ſhall not take up your Time in attempting to 
deſcribe, largely, the happy Condition we are 
brought into, as we are now a Free Proteſtant Na- 
tion; as our Religion and Liberties are now by 
the fundamental Laws of the Land, ſecured to us. 
We are, I ſay, (and God grant I may ſay it while ? 


have my Being) Subjects according to Law; we have 


a Proteſtant King on the Throne, from whoſe Ad- 
miniftration we have the higheſt Ground to expe& 
the Continuance of the Bleffings we now enjoy, 
and Reaſon to think, great Reaſon to pray, that 
our lateſt Poſterity may have repeated Occaſion - 
to bleſs God for his Mercies, while they have One 
of his Family to fill the Throne, to defend the 


Faith, and ſupport the whole Proteſtant Intereſt, 


Let us, therefore, who now enjoy the happy Con- 
ſequence, of the aforementioned Mercies, return 
in a due Manner Thanks to God the Author of 
them. And when we declare our ſelves thankful 
for the Bleſſings, which, by the wonderful Provi- 
dence of God, we have ſo frequently received, 


let us have a grateful Remembrance of the Delive- 


rers he has raiſed up, the Inſtruments he has made 
Uſe of to ſave and defend us. Let us avoid the 
ungrateful Carriage of that ſtiff- necked Genera- 
tion, in the Context, and in many other Places of 


Scripture ſo often complain d of; who, when they 
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receiv'd that great Deliverance from the Houſe of 
Servants, yet provoked God in the Wilderneſs, and 
grieved him in the Deſert : So far were they from 
praiſing him for the ineſtimable Benefit, that they 
were deſirous to return again to the Land of Bondage, 
and murmured, therefore, againſt Muſes, who was, 
under God, their great Deliverer : 'Though, at the 
ſame Time (what is very remarkable) the ungrate- 
ful Rebels could find nothing to charge him with, 
but that he was the bleſſed Inſtrument of their 
- glorious Deliverance. I it, ſay they, a ſmall Thing 
| that thou haſt brought us up out of the Land of Egypt *? 
J wiſh this their Ingratitude could not be parallel- 
led ; that an Inclination for the Houſe of Servants 
were not too viſible, a Fondneſs for Popery too 
common, and that a Deſire of ſuch a Government, 
which muſt of Neceſſity (whatever the Pretences 
may be) bring us into all the Bondage and Miſe- 
ries before mentioned, was no where to be found 
amongſt us. But let not us bear any Part in ſuch 
a flagitious Crime: Let us, while we call our ſelves 
Chriſtians and Proteſtants, always ſhew the moſt 
fervent Zeal for the Honour of God, and the Pre- 
ſervation of our Holy Religion. Let us remem- 
ber, that we muſt expreſs our Thankfulneſs to 
God in the ſame Manner we ſnew our Love, by 
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keeping his Commandments : When we pretend, thts 

ore, to be thankful for a Deliverance from the 
Errors and Bondage of Pobery, we muſt take Care 
that our Lives and Converſations are agreeable to 
the Dictates of our holy Religion. Let our Hearts, 
therefore; and our Hands concur, let our Pray- 
ers and our Endeavours join, for the Preſervation 
of our happy Conſtitution in Church and State, on 
which not only our own Welfare, but that of the 
whole Proteſtant Iutereſt depends. Let us pray, 
That God would ſtill continue to own the Cauſe 
he hath hitherto been pleaſed ſo remarkably to 
bleſs. 'That he would preſerve the Perſon, and 
proſper the Government of our King ; that he 
would protect and defend our Church; that he 
would heal our unnatural Diviſions, and enable us 
all, with one Conſent, to return him, in a due Man- 
ner, Thanks and Praiſe for the many ſignal De- 
liverances he has formerly afforded to our Church 
and Nation, and for the undeſerved Mercies he 
ſill continues to us.
